Checks totaling $31.5 million 
from the haskctball fund of the 
NCAA revenue-distribution plan 
will be mailed to the Division 1 
membership April 24, 

The revenue plan distributes 
money from the NCAA's seven- 
year, $1 billion television contract 
with CBS to the membership 
through six different funds. 1 he 
total distributed in 1992 will be 
$75,425,000. 

Although the 1992 basketball 
fund is slightly larger than the $3 1 .25 



million distributed in 1 99 1 , the value 
per unit will be slightly smaller this 
year, NCAA Associate Executive 
Director Louis J. Spry said. 

The units represent the number 
of games played by members of 
each conference in the NCAA Divi- 
sion I Men's Basketball Champion- 
ship over the preceding six years. 

The 1991 distribution reflected 
tournament appearances from 1985 
to 1990. In that period, the value of 
each unit was made larger because

NCAA officials speak out on Kansas legislature proposal

NCAA Executive Director Ri- 
chard D. Schull/ led a group that 
testified February 20 in opposition 
to a proposed bill in Kansas that 
would undercut the NCAA's en- 
forcement process and cripple the 
NCAA's ability to apply its rules 
and regulations evenly throughout 
the membership. 

The bill, the Athletic Association 



Procedures Act, would block the 
NCAA from levying sanctions 
against an institution's athletics pro- 
gram, in whole or in part, if the 
punishment affects any persons who 
were not guilty of violating Associ- 
ation rules. 

NCAA President Judith M. 
Sweet, University of Kansas Direc- 
tor of Athletics Robert E. Frederick, 
former United States Attorney 
General Benjamin R. Civiletti and 
NCAA Associate Executive Direc- 



tor Stephen R. Morgan joined 
Schuiti in urging the committee to 
reject I he act, which was assigned to 
a subcommittee after the two-day 
hearings. 

The Athletic Association Proce- 
dures Act is an amended version of 
a bill that passed in the Kansas 
Senate last year The original bill 
sought to impose specific procedural 
requirements on the NCAA en- 
forcement process rather than ad- 



dress the impact of penalties im- 
posed upon a member institution. 

"It wasn't long ago," Schult/ told 
the committee, "prior to 1985, that 
there was a cry from the general 
public for very severe penalties: 'Do 
something about the cheaters, you're 
destroying intercollegiate athlet- 
ics . . ' We now have the opinion of 
many that the penalties are too 
tough and those processes are unfair 
I he NCAA is very sensitive to the 



innocent people in all cases. 

"Many times, in passing institu- 
tional penalties on, there are people 
who are affected that, perhaps, we 
don't intend to be affected. And this 
issue is not a new one to the NCAA.

And in the early 1970s, with Mark Spitz and 
Gary Hall as headliners and nine other Olympians 
for a supporting cast on his swimming team at 
Indiana University, Bloomington, Counsilman had 
the swiftest.

Divisions I, II establish 
records at Convention 



Total attendance at the 1992 
NCAA Convention in Anaheim, 
California, did not set a record, but 
both Divisions 1 and II had more 
members represented than ever be- 
fore. 

The overall attendance of 2,282 
was the second highest in history 
but did not match the record 2,366 
in Nashville, Tennessee, a year ear- 
lier The past three Conventions are 
the only ones in the NCAA's 86 
years to crack the 2,000 mark, start- 
ing with 2,171 in 1990 in Dallas. 

The only Convention attendance 
records established in Anaheim were 
the .135 Division 1 members repre- 



sented, better than the 334 in Dallas 
in 1990, and the 210 Division II 
members in attendance, exceeding 
the 207 in Nashville in 1991. In 
addition, the Division 1 attendance 
represented 97. 1 percent of all 
members of that division, tying the 
mark set in '90 in Dallas. 

As usual, every Division I-A 
member was at the Convention — 
1 16 of 1 16. I here were two Division 
I-AA members missing, one an in- 
stitution and one a conference (97 of 
99). In Division 1-AAA, eight were 
not there, seven of them conf erences. 
So the Division I attendance repre- 
sented 296 of the 298 active inslitu-

NCAA Bylaw 16.8— expenses 
provided by the institution 
for practice and competition 

Practice 

Member institutions should note that in accordance with 
Bylaw 16.8.1.1, expenses may be paid for practice sessions 
only if they are associated with an away-from-home contest 
or conducted at a site located within the member institution's 
state or, if outside the state, no more than 100 miles from the 
institution's campus. (Note; In the sports of men's and 
women's skiing, a member institution may transport a team 
to a practice site beyond 100 miles out of state if necessitated 
by weather conditions.) In addition, during its October 25, 
1990, conference, the NCAA Interpretations Committee 
determined that a member institution may not provide 
transportation (e.g., shuttle, van) to on-campus practice sites 
lor student-athletes who reside on or off campus, except in 
unusual situations involving danger, inclement weather or 
other similar extenuating circumstances. The committee 
noted that it would remain permissible to transport student- 
athletes from a central on-campus site (e.g., the locker room) 
to on- or off-campus practice sites. The committee also 
determined that if a stitdent-athlcte provides his or her own 
transportation to attend practice at an on- or ott-campus site, 
it would not be permissible for the institution to reimburse 
the student-athlete for transportation expenses. [Note; At 
the 1992 NCAA Convention, the membership voted to 
incorporate the above-mentioned Interpretations Committee 
decisions into the 1992-93 NCAA Manual (see M7, Appendix 
F of the 1992 Convention Notice)|. Finally, per Bylaw 
16.8. I.I.I, any practice on an extended road trip shall take 
place either at the competition site or on a direct route 
between two consecutive competition sites It is not permis- 
sible for an institution to schedule practice sessions at other 
locations in order to provide entertainment opportunities for 
team members. 
Competition 

In accordance with Bylaw 16.8.1.2, an institution may 
provide actual and necessary travel expenses (e.g., transpor- 
tation, lodging and meals) to a student-athlete for participa- 
tion in athletics competition, provided the student-athlete is 



representing the institution and is eligible for the competition. 
Such competition includes; ( I ) regularly scheduled intercolle- 
giate athletics events; (2) NCAA championship events; (3) a 
certified postseason football game, and (4) other institutional 
competition permissible under NCAA legislation, including 
postseason events During its February 14, 1991, conference, 
the Interpretations Committee determined that a member 
institution may provide actual and necessary expenses tor a 
student-athlete to compete in noncoUegiate, open events (i.e., 
an event that is not limited only to collegiate competitors or 
docs not involve student-athletes scoring points for their 
respective institutions). Participation in such open events 
(other than competition set forth in Bylaw 16.8.1.3) must 
occur during the institution's playing and practice season, 
must be included in the student-athlete's maximum contest 
or date of competition limitations and would resuh in the 
student-athlete utilizing a season ol competition. 

Also, in accordance with Bylaw 16.8.1.2.1, an eligible 
student-athlete may receive actual and necessary travel 
expenses to represent the institution in intercollegiate athletics 
competition, provided the student-athlete departs for the 
competition no earlier than 48 hours prior to and remains no 
more than 36 hours after an intercollegiate contest, even il 
the student-athlete docs not return with the team, I hc travel 
expense restrictions do not apply in the following circum- 
stances; (I) travel to and following contests in Hawaii or 
Alaska, (2) for institutions located in Hawaii and Alaska, 
travel to and following contests conducted in the 48 contiguous 
states; (3) travel prior to and following regular season 
competition that takes place during the institution's official 
vacation period; (4) travel prior to contests in NCAA 
championship events or certified postseason football games; 
(5) travel prior to and following in-season foreign competition 
(i.e., regular season competition in one or more countries on 
one trip during the prescribed playing season that may not 
occur more than once every four years), and (6) travel prior 
to the National Football Foundation Hall of Fame benefit 
game or the American Football Coaches Retirement Trust 
benefit game. 

Per Bylaw 16.8.1.3, an institution may provide actual and 
necessary expenses related to participation in the following 



activities: ( I) established national championship events; (2) 
Olympic, Pan American and World University Games 
qualifying competition, (3) international competition ap- 
proved by the NCAA Council, and (4) U.S. Olympic 
Committee Olympic Festival basketball and volleyball 
tryouts. During its August 22, 1990, conference, the Interprc- 
lations Committee determined that a member institution 
may provide expenses to student-athletes to participate in 
events mentioned in paragraphs 1, 2 and 4 above, only il the 
student-athlete is eligible for athletics competition at the 
institution at the time of participation in such events. In 
addition, during its October 24, 1991, conference, the 
Interpretations Committee determined that a member insti- 
tution may provide expenses to a student-athlete to participate 
in a junior national championship event. 

NCAA Bylaw 16.1.4.2.2— awards 
for NCAA championships participation 

Member institutions should note that in accordance with 
Bylaw 16.1.4.2.2, awards presented by the Association to 
student-athletes lor participation in any NCAA championship 
event are not subject to any limitation on the value of the 
award. Any additional awards presented by an institution to 
its student-athletes for participation in an NCAA champion- 
ship event are permitted, provided the total of any and all 
awards from the institution does not exceed $300. Also, per 
Bylaw 16.1.4.2.3, a most-valuablc-player award may be 
presented to a student-athlete for his or her participation in 
an NCAA championship if the recipient is selected by a 
recognized organization approved by a member institution 
or conference. Each award must be approved by the institution 
(or conference) and may not exceed $250 in value. The 
awarding institution, conference or other organization may 
provide only one award for each event to each student- 
athlete.

The Committee on Competitive 
Sateguards and Medical Aspects of 
Sports, meeting in Kansas City, 
Missouri, February 17- 1 9, expressed 
interest in being involved in consid- 
erations regarding the welfare of 
student athletes and in the proposed 
certification process on issues related 
to student-athletes' health and 
safety. 

The committee noted that existing 
sports-sciences projects and pro 
grams, such as the NCAA Sports 
Medicine Handbook and the Injury 
Surveillance System, may assist the 
Presidents Commission and NCAA 
Council in their work in these areas. 

Much of the committee's discus 
sion focused on guideline 2H of the 
NCAA Sports Medicine Hand- 
book, which deals with AIDS and 
intercollegiate athletics. The com 
mitlee discussed recent AIDS state- 
ments issued by the United States 



Olympic Committee and the Na- 
tional Basketball Association. The 
committee also met with John .1. 
Kitchin of Swanson, Midgley, Gang- 
were, Clarke and Kitchin, the 
NCAA's legal counsel, to discuss 
legal matters . 

As a result, the committee recom- 
mended that mandatory testing for 
the HIV virus not be instituted, but 
that a statement be added to the 
NCAA Sports Medicine Handbook 
stating that when bleeding occurs 
during a contest, the game should 
be stopped at the earliest appropri- 
ate time, efforts should be made to 
stop the bleeding and, when the 
bleeding is stopped, the player may 
reenter the contest with approval of 
the team physician. 

I he committee agreed to develop 
by June 1992 further educational 
information for athletes, coaches, 
parents and others who are in need 



of up-to-date information regarding 
HIV/ AIDS. 

J'he committee also outlined 
plans to review the guidelines con- 
tained in the NCAA Sports Medi- 
cine Handbook yearly but rec- 
ommended publishing a new 
book in fall 1992 and every two 
years thereafter. 

Regarding possible format 
changes in the handbook, the com 
mittee recommended that injury 
summary tables from the ISS be 
included in the next edition of the 
handbook. 

The committee also discussed 
revisions in the handbook's guide- 
line 2B, "Skin Examinations in 
Wrestling," in light of the NCAA 
Wrestling Committee's addition of 
ringworm (tinea corporis) to the list 
of skin infections that would be 
considered grounds for medical dis- 
qualification. 



Injury Surveillance System 



During its recent meeting, the NCAA Committee 
on Competitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects of 
Sports restated its recommendation that the number 
of sports involved in the Injury Surveillance System 
be expanded but, in light of cost containment, 
ranked the sports in order of its desire to study them. 

The sports, in order of rank, are cross country, 
track, field, diving, tennis and swimming. Some 
sports that had been proposed were dropped because 
of the low number of schools sponsoring them. Those 
retained were kept because of the relative high risk of 
injury and limited documentation of injuries in those 
sports. 

The committee also recommended that the working 
definition of "injury" for ISS purposes be clarified to 
read: "A reportable injury in the ISS is defined as one 
that (1) occurred as a result of participation in an 
organized intercollegiate practice or game, (2) required 
medical attention by a team athletics trainer or 
physician, and (3) resulted in any restriction of the 
student-athlete's athletics participation or athletics 
performam e for one or more days beyond the day ol 
injury" 

In other ISS-relatcd action, the committee decided 
to retain oversight responsibility for the operation of 
the NCAA ISS but to leave responsibility for review 
of individual data reports to the national office staff. 
The committee also discussed the possibility ol 
increasing awareness that ISS reports arc available 
for use in various research studies. 

Also, .lohn Powell of Med Sports, Inc., met with 
the committee at the request of the Big Ten Conference 



to discuss the possibility of sharing data collected by 
his independent injury surveillance system with the 
NCAA ISS. 

In other actions, the committee-. 

• Listened to a presentation by Michelle Laster- 
Bradley, a registered pharmacist from Auburn Uni- 
versity, on the distribution of prescription drugs in 
college athletics programs. 

• Commended members of the Women's Lacrosse 
Committee involved in the effort to develop standards 
for protective eyewear in that sport. The committee 
recommended a time line for completion of the work 
and asked for an update from the Women's Lacrosse 
Committee for its June meeting. 

• Recommended that there be a column in each 
issue of the quarterly Sports Sciences Education 
Newsletter (which will be published as a supplement 
to I he NCAA News) recognizing the committee's 
activities. 

• Recommended that a review of the ongoing 
nutrition and eating disorders project be presented at 
the June meeting. 

• Reviewed the annual report on catastrophic and 
fatal injuries in football and noted that these injuries 
remained low last year, but the need for education 
about use of the head as a weapon in football still 
exists. 

• Recommended further review by the NCAA 
Council of issues regarding safety in cheerleading 
and of the committee's possible involvement in such 



Drug education and testing 

The drug-education and drug-testing subcommittee of the NCAA 
Committee on Competitive Safeguards and Medical Aspects of 
Sports has recommended to the NCAA F.xecutive Committee that 
the year-round drug-testing program be expanded to include 
Division I indoor and outdoor track and field in 1992-93 and that 
testing be limited to anabolic steroids, urine manipulators and 
diuretics. 

Currently, year-round drug testing is done only in Division 1 
football. 

In other action, the subcommittee; 

• Agreed to require student-athletes to produce identification 
when they enter the drug-testing room for the year-round program 
and noted that picture identification would be preferred but not 
required. 

• Gave final approval to a new specimen-collection procedure and 
a new kit and noted that NCAA crew chiefs would be trained to use 
the new kit at their June meeting. 

• Removed the required medical-history form from the drug- 
testing collection procedure. 

• Approved funiJing for the NCAA to host an international 
conference on alcohol and other drug abuse January 23-26, 1993, in 
Kansas City, Missouri. 

• Approved drug-testing program-development grants for Cali- 
fornia State University, Fresno, and the University of Virginia. 

• Received an evaluation of NCAA drug-education regional 
workshops and agreed to sponsor additional Level 1 workshops in 
1992-93, the subcommittee also agreed to design a Level 2 workshop 
for member schools that have instituted drug-education programs. 

• Received an update on chewing tobacco projects in cooperation 
with the National Cancer Institute and Major League Baseball and 
agreed to support a survey of conferences on chewing tobacco 
policies and attitudes.

In addition to the ESPN show, 
CBS Sports will feature the women's 
bracket during half time of the Big 
East Conference's men's tournament 
championship final (between 1:15 
and 1:30 p.m.

CBS 
also will recap the bracket during 
half time of its Big Ten Conference 
men's game, following the Big Fast 
game. 

ESPN discussed a live bracket 
announcement with the women's 
basketball committee at the com- 
mittee's fall meeting Since money 
was not allocated for such a pro- 
duction in 1992, the committee de- 
cided to reallocate some funds from 
the Rawlings official-ball contract. 

Last year, using money ear- 
marked by the Rawlings contract, 
NCAA Productions produced all 
fight regional semifinal games on 



broadcast television stations and 
Prime Network, a group of regional 
cable systems around the country 
that reaches approximately 26 mil- 
lion homes. This year Rawlings will 
fund NCAA Productions' telecasts 
of four of the regional semifinal 
games (double-headers from the 
East and West regionals). The games 
will air on Prime Network and, in 
some cases, on local outlets in areas 
that do not receive a Prime Network 
affiliate. I he Rawlings money bud- 
geted for the remaining four games 
will be used lor the bracket an- 
nouncement show 

"Ihe basketball committee felt 
this was an excellent trade-off in 
terms ot exposure," Patricia E. Bork, 
assistant executive director for cham- 
pionships, said "The committee 
thought it was significantly more 



national exposure tor all 4S teams 
selected to the championship" 

Bork said three factors entered 
into the committee's decision to 
reallocate money for the selection 
show. 

"First, those regional semifinals 
were competing with men's tourna- 
ment games on the same night; 
second, we can't control when all of 
the women's telecasts are shown, 
and third, those telecasts sometimes 
were competing against each other" 

As part of the official-ball con- 
tract, Rawlings next year will un- 
derwrite production costs for the 
televising of all eight regional semi- 
final games and the selection show. 

"The important thing here is that 
we've more than tripled our an- 
nouncement coverage in 1 992," Bork 
said.

Sports is a way to explore one's talents, 
perfect his or her training and prepare him or 
her for the ultimate test of all the Olym- 
pics. 

The Olympic Games, therefore, should he 
presented only as a symbol. The Olympics is 
where all compete, on equal terms, for the 
glory. First for the glory of the individual. 
Then for the glory of sports. 

This is what Olympism is all about. 



A better body and a better mind for a 
better world. 

And 1 am sure you will join mc when I say 
that the Olympic Games are one of the 
biggest and most respected events for all the 
members of the human race to get together, 
forgetlmg their differences, pushing them- 
selves beyond the limits of their ability, talent 
and even expectations. 

Wc, as individuals or societies, easily adapt 
to unforeseen circumstances. We should also 
adapt ourselves to change with new ideas and 
happenings, erupting each and every day 
around us. 

We should adapt ourselves with the chang- 
ing winds of the times. Wc should not conform 
but harmonize these changes with the ideals 
of Olympism. If wc fail to do so, if we forget 



to educate the world in the philosophy of 
Olympism, then we are doomed. 

I am alarmed, but not scared. 

I am restless, but not worried. 

The Olympic Games are not dying, but 
Olympism is an unknown concept. Without 
Olympism, the Olympics are a giant sports 
organization and nothing else. Without Olym- 
pism, the Olympics will look like a beautiful 
human body without a spirit. 

While the Olympics are held every four 
years, Olympism should be mentioned and 
practiced every day, everywhere and by 
everyone in the world. 

We should set our short, medium and 
long-term goals; establish our priorities, set 
aside a decent budget and produce all the 
necessary inlormation in print, tape or film 



forms and use the best channels of distribution 
in order to reach the special segments in each 
and every community. 

This is not an impossible task. 

Pessimism is the enemy. 

Optimism, realism and pragmatism are the 
tools wc can use. 

Wc can and will do it. 

Sooner the better 

There won't be a Roman emperor like 
Theodosius the Great, who ended the Classi- 
cal Olympiad in "^Ql AD with a stroke of the 
pen.

Is footballs influence 
waning within NCAA?

Following the recent NCAA Con- 
vention, some high-profile basket- 
ball coaches such as Mike 
Krzyzewski of Duke University and 
Roy Williams of the University of 
Kansas, both good people, com- 
plained that the sport of basketball 
was not given proper consideration 
by the NCAA membership and 
inferred that the sport of football 
enjoyed a more privileged position. 

1 have news for Messrs. Krzy- 
zewski, Williams and their col- 
leagues. Football's influence in the 
NCAA has declined within recent 
years. 

During the decade of the '8()s, 
there were several changes in inter- 
collegiate athletics, including the 
increased involvement of chief ex- 
ecutive officers and the emergence 
of women's sports as an important 
element within the NCAA struc- 
ture. 

The NCAA Convention now at- 
tracts more than 2,000 delegates 
representing a divergence of views 
and philosophies. There was a time 
when attendance of 600 at an 
NCAA Convention was considered 
good and, in fact, the NCAA usually 
scheduled its annual meeting in 
conjunction with the Amencan Foot- 
ball Coaches Association. That was 
at a time when many football 
coaches also served in the dual 
capacity of director of athletics. 

As the administration of intercol- 
legiate athletics has grown more 
complex and the position of athletics 
director has evolved into one re- 



quiring astute management skills 
on a full-time basis, the combination 
of director-coach has become a 
vanishing breed. 

...(Nowadays) the coaches may 
be no dif ferent than special-interest 
groups lobbying Congress. What 
should be recognized, however, is 
that coaches and athletics adminis- 
trators who are confronted with the 
daily responsibility for implement- 
ing and adhering to policies and 
rules have experience and knowl- 
edge and arc in a position to help 
rather than hurt intercollegiate ath- 
letics. 

. . . Because of football's popular- 
ity and prominence, it has become a 
prime target in the reform move- 
ment. Some believe that such action 
is overdue, while others, including 
myself, suggest that there already 
have been positive changes enacted 
and any future adjustments in foot- 
ball should be evaluated carefully 

For those who believe that foot- 
ball enjoys its once-exalted position 
within the NCAA, I can only say 
look again. Neither the NCAA pres- 
ident. Division I vice-president nor 
chair of the Presidents Commission 
represents a major football-playing 
university. This is not to question 
the qualifications of the individuals 
holding the aforementioned offices, 
but it does indicate the future course 
of the NCAA and recognizes the 
diminished influence of the sport of 
football within the organization.

The Research Committee agreed 
to recommend funding for 13 pro- 
posals lor research projects at its 
February 17-19 meetmg m Kansas 
City, Missouri. Four of the approved 
proposals deal with governance and 
nine are sports-sciences projects. 

Included in the studies recom- 
mended to the NCAA Executive 
Committee is "A Second Replication 
of a National Study of the Substance 
Use and Abuse Habits of College 
Student-Athletes," which will be 
done by three researchers from Mich- 
igan State University: William A. 
Anderson, associate professor of 
medical education research and de- 
velopment; Richard R. Albrceht, 
senior research assistant at the oil ice 
of medical education research and 
development, and Douglas B. 
McKeag, professor of family medi- 
cine. The same researchers did the 
first two studies on the subject. 

The other recommended propos- 
als will be listed in a future issue ot 
The NCAA News. 

The Research Committee also set 
up a subcommittee to work with the 
Academic Requirements Committee 
on a study requested by the NCAA 
Council on new initial-eligibility 
rules. These new rules, effective in 
1995, will increase the required 
number of core courses to 13 and 
set a minimum grade-point average 
of 2.500 (4.000 scale), while provid- 
ing the opportunity to compensate 
for a lower grade-point average 
with a higher test score. 

Those who will serve on the com- 
mittee are Glenelle Halpin, chair of 
the Research Committee and alumni 
professor of educational psychology 
at Auburn University; Robert L. 
Stake, professor of educational psy- 
chology at the University of Illinois, 
Champaign, and Margaret Gatz, 
professor of psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California.

West Virginia aims 
for fifth straight 

Event: 1992 National Collegiate Mens 
and Women's Rifle Championships. 

Overview: West Virginia, whieh has 
won the team title the past four years, has 
won 51 consecutive regular-season 
matches. The Mountaineers are led by 
Ann-Marie Pfiffncr, who was the 1991 air 
rille champion and finished fifth m small- 
bore, and Garelt Smith, who was fourth 
in smallbore last year. Alaska Fairbanks, 
runner-up a year ago, returns most of its 
team this year but is led by two freshmen, 
Cory Brunetti in smallbore and .Icnnifer 
O'Neal in air rifle. Alaska Fairbanks 
didn't have a top-six finisher in smallbore 
last year but raised its qualifying score in 
that discipline by 80 points this season 
Tennessee lech, which last won the team 
title in 19X2, is led by second-year coach 
Manny Goodman, who has all but one of 
last year's shooters back and has added 
two freshmen who have cracked the start- 
ing lineup. 

Field: A maximum of 56 competitors 
will compete for individual titles in small- 
bore and air rifle. A maximum of eight 
teams will compete lor the team cham- 
pionship, which will be won by the team 
with the highest combined smallbore and 
air rifle scores.

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Three losses may be best mark 
for '92 mens tournament field

ll is now quite reasonable to suggest that for the first time 
since the first men's NCAA basketball championship in 
1939, the tourney field will not have a single entrant with 
fewer than three losses. 

Browns 16-3 won-losi record was the best in the eight- 
team field entering the 1939 NCAA tournament (Brown lost 
lis first game to Villanova). 

I'vcry year since, there has been at least one entrant with 
two or fewer losses. The average is close to three per year, 
even though the number has dwindled over the past several 
years as parity increased in Division 1 basketball. 

Four teams— Duke, UCLA, Montana and Nevada-I.as 
Vegas had two losses each through February 25. Duke 
plays at UCLA March 1, then has North Carolina at home 
before the Atlantic Coast Conference tournament. UCLA 




Basketball notes 



has a road game at Southern California (second to the Bruins 
in the Pacific- 10 Conference) February 27 and then plays 
r3uke at home before going on the road for two more games. 
Montana, the Big Sky Conference leader, faces road games at 
Boise State and Idaho February 27 and 29 before a home 
date with second-place Nevada. Nevada-Las Vegas is not 
eligible for the NCAA tournament. There is a good chance 
every entrant will have at least three losses. 

Numbers offer proof 

A study of NCAA tournament fields over the 53-year 
history shows how much parity has increased. It gets tougher 
and tougher to survive the regular season with anything close 
to a perfect record. 

Seventeen teams have entered the NCAA tournament 
with perfect records, but only two since 1976 - Indiana State 
with Larry Bird (second) in 1979 and Nevada-Las Vegas (tied 
for third) last year. Indiana in 1976 was the last of seven 
undefeated teams to win the championship. Six others 
reached the Final Four. 

Forty-six teams entered the tourney with one loss, but only 
four in the last 10 years. They were DePaul in 1982 (lost its 
first game), Nevada-Las Vegas in 1987 (third place). Temple 
in 1988 (lost in regional finals) and LaSalle in 1990 (lost in 
second round). 

A total of 80 teams have entered the tournament with two 
losses, but only live in the past five years. They were DePaul 
in 1987 (reached regional semifinals), Ari/tona in 1988 (third, 
losing in Final Four semifinals). North Carolina A&T in 
1988 (lost in first round). Ball State in 1989 (lost in second 
round) and Princeton last year (lost in first round). In the last 
1 0 years, there have been 1 6 two-loss entrants, including 1 982 
champion North Carolina and three second-place teams —

The 143 entrants with two or fewer losses were highly 
successful. They produced 23 champions vs. 30 lor the other 
1 ,380 entrants (two champions that entered wth two losses 
Kentucky in 1948 and Kansas in 1952 — suffered a third loss 
to a noiicollege foe in Olympic playoff action after the 
NCAA tourney). They won at a 73.2 percent pace (60-22) in 
regional title games, 63.3 percent (38-22) in the Final Four 
semifinals and 65.3 percent (25-13) in NCAA championship 
games. No doubt they will continue to be big winners. The 
point is, their numbers are dwindling. 

From another angle, the percentage of entrants with two 
or fewer losses was 21.9 in the first 12 years of eight-team 
NC^A A fields 21 of 96 entrants. During 24 years (starting in 
1951) when the field was 16 to 25 teams, it was 1 4.4 percent 
81 of 562. In 10 seasons starting in 1975, when it was 32 to 53 
teams, it was down to 6.7 percent — 28 of 417. And just 2.9 
percent of the field 13 of 448 entrants have come in with 
two-or-fewer losses in the last seven seasons of 64-team 
fields. 1 hat is parity. 

First-year success 

Montana, one of the two-loss teams, is headed by Blaine 
Laylor, in his first year as a head coach at the four-year level. 
He has a chance to reach the all-time top 10 for first-year 
success in Division 1. 

At 22-2 before a February 27 game at Boise State, Taylor 
can clinch it if his team loses no more than one game the rest 
of the way. Tenth place is held by Seattle's John Castellani at 
.880 on 22-3 in 1957. The only undefeated coach on the list is 
North Carolina's Norman Shepard at 23-0 in 1924. laylor, 
33, had been an a.ssistant at Montana the last five seasons and 
played there. 

Grandfatherly turnaround 

Binghamton, a small university in central New York with 
no football team, no winning basketball team in six years 
and a chicken for a mascot, is going nutty over its basketball 
team and chanting, "We want Duke." 

The Colonials have won 1 4 straight, 18 of their last 19, and 
may be headed for their first NCAA Division Ml tournament 
bid in history after winning fewer than 10 games each of the 
last four years and starting this season 1-5. 

The reason for this turnaround? Meet Dick Baldwin, 70- 
year-old grandfather of five and charter member of the 
National .Junior College Basketball Hall of Fame. He retired 
in 1987 at Broome Community College in New York with 879 
wins (four more than Kentucky's Adolph Rupp, the all-time 
leader on the four-year level). 

His career victory percentage was .752, so his current 19- 
6 for .750 through February 24 is right on the mark. Told that 
he is two games away from 900 wins, his reply was vintage 
Baldwin: "Let me know when I hit 1,000." (John Hartrick, 
Binghamton SID)

'Doc' gets due 

or late, Counsilman who retired as 
Indiana coach at the end ol the 1989-90 
season has been lecogni/ed lor a phase ol 
his career overshadowed by his swimmers" 
success. I he "Doc" by which .lames H. 
C ounsilman was known came from a Ph.D., 
which was just the start of a hietime ol 
learning and probing in the three fields he 
considered interdependent and lundaincntal 
lor any coach, of any sport: the anatomical 
capabilities ol the body, the developmental 
possibilities ol instruction, and psychology 

At Indiana, he laughl a graduate-level 
class: Advance Theory ol IVaining. lop- 
l.evel Performers. "We'd go through the 
three areas and try lo make them dovetail 
into each other," he said. 

" The future is to become more scientilic." 
he said, "but the average coach doesn't have 
to go out and read physiology and psychol- 
ogy books. He's got to learn the basic 
concepts ol coaching. 

"Of the three areas, probably the most 
important was psychology. II you have the 
proper psychology, you can read the rest 
out of a book or copy somebody else's 
workouts. 

"You actually coach by concepts, not by 
specifics You base all ol your concepts on 
certain principles of training. Some people 
spend all their time studying the lactates, 
the pulse rate, the chemistry of the blood, 
and they neglect the principle of motivating 
the kids properly. Pretty soon they're so 
involved with test tubes and blood samples 
they have no feel for what the kids are 
doing, or when they're getting tired." 

At the moment, Counsilman said we are 
in the midst of a tremendous interest in 
sports medicine. "It still comes back to the 
coach being alert to all the other signs." he 
said. "If you spend too much time on 
research, you're not watching the kids. You 
can tell when kids are tired without taking 
the blood lactate. 

"We're fighting a tremendous battle with 
researchers who say only one workout a 
day you shouldn't work so hard 1 here's 
a principle: il you're going to train a person 
for distance, you have to superimpose stress 
on top ol stress and not allow complete 
recovery. We're lighting the present trend ot 
reducing the level of work to what we were 
doing 30 or 40 years ago." 
The sport's bible 

In the 1960s, Counsilman came out with 
the book " I he Science ol Swinuning." It 
was published worldwide, in virtually every 



language. It is as close to being the sport's 
bible as anything ever written. In retirement. 
Counsilman is working on an update, but 
the basic principles are unchanged. 

His studies continue, though, sometimes 
in odd laboratories. 

" I he most important thing in my life is to 
constantly do research. I never looked at it 
as research I'm trying to answer questions. 
I've always had a tremendous curiosity 
about swimming. I watch a dog running 
along, hop in the water; and 1 watch his 
strokes I've got a reputation as kind of a 
nut " 

Hal Morris is chairman of Indiana's 
Department of Kinesiology. He took Coun- 
silman's course as an Indiana graduate 
student. 

"Doc used a lot ol lilm," Morris said. 
"One day he brought a film strip he played 
over and over, of a cat. This particular cat 
would be dropped, and of course the eat 
would land on all lour feet. The high-speed 
lilm slowed this down. Here are all these 
macho coaches trying to figure out how this 
cat is going to land on its four teet. 

"Doc stopped the film and talked about 
his curiosity about what the effect of the tail 
rotation was: 'F'or years, I've tried to figure 
this out, and I've tried to find a bobtailed 
cat I couldn't find one.' 

"He comes rnto class the next day with a 
film loop on a bobtailed cat. which looked 
strangely like the other one with the tail 
cut off." 

It wasn't until Counsilman's longtime 
copartner in coaching, diving coach Hobie 
Billingsley, taught the class one day that the 
students had their anxieties eased. "He 
explained that Doc was driving one day and 
saw this bobtailed cat go across the street 
He slammed on his brakes, went through a 
couple of back yards and finally caught this 
cat." (The finding from bobtailed cat re- 
search: The tail has nothing to do with the 
cat's in-air stabilizing ) 
Another observation 

Another Counsilman observation had a 
profound effect in his sport. 

"One day I was watching Mark Spit/ 
swim the butterfly," Counsilman said. "He 
put his hand in the water at a certain spot, 
and he pulled it out of the water in front of 
where it went in, which meant he wasn't 
pulling his hand backward. While his hand 
was going forward, he was still creating 
forward propulsion. 

"In other words, your hand could be 
moving in the direction you're going and 
still creating propulsion. We always thoughl 
you had to push backward." 

It was the key that led to application of a 
principle lundamental to flying, discovered 
long belore llight by ISth-century Swiss 
mathematics-physicist Daniel Bernoulli. 
Counsilman wrote a paper, applying "The 
Bernoulli Principle" to the teaching of 
swimming. The article "said that sometimes 
during the pull the hand moving forward is 
still creating propulsion because you're 



using it in a sculling motion," Counsilman 
said " That has revolutioni/ed things. 

"All the better swimmers used it (natu- 
rally). Prior to that nobody understood 
exactly why we used all the /ig/.ag move- 
ments. 

"We used to advocate that the hand 
should go straight back as you went straight 
forward, so you pulled right down the 
mrddle ol your body. But swimmers were 
using all sorts of /.ig/ag movements, and it 
turns out they were using the Bernoulli 
principle, which states that you get the lift 
effect. 

"You look at a butterfly swimmer he 
uses a big keyhole He fixes his hands so he 
gets a lift effect, the same as a propeller A 
propeller on a boat or an airplane never 
moves backward " 

The article and the research involved 
won Counsilrnan an award lor the best 
scientific proiect in the area of physical 
education lor the decade of the 1980s. But 
the most gratifying aspect of the discovery 
to him was its quick usage by fellow coaches. 

"It's kind of surprising," he said. "They 
say techniques take about 25 years for a 
change. It didn't take that long, but il took 
a while" 

Honored at home 

Already in almost every Hall of I'ame 
available to him as a swimming coach, 
Counsilman was honored in a different way 
last fall by the Indiana University School 
of Health, Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion, which he had continued to serve for 
almost a year after his retirement from 
coaching. 

1 he dean of the school, Tony Mobley, 
presided at a departmental dinner intended 
to recogni/e not Counsilman's already- 
spotlighted coaching, but his teaching. 

"I know of no other person who is a 
world-class coach who has contributed to 
the research and the scientilic body of 
knowledge that Doe has." Mobley said. "He 
may be unique in the world in all sports in 
that regard. It is that contribution, that 
academic and scholarly contribution, that 
we recognized " 

I hen, by intention, Mobley turned the 
evening over lo relatively young staff 
members. "We decided not to have the old 
guys remember the old guys," Mobley said. 
"We decided to take a look at how the next 
generation remembers the contributions 
that Doc has made" 

.loel Stager's tribute included something 
ol a revelation, even to Counsilman, whose 
academic pursuits in his .1.3 years at Indiana 
never included compilation of a "vitae," a 
listing of published works. Stager found 
1 23, ranging from magazine pieces to books. 

.lesus Dapena called Counsilman's appli- 
cation of the Bernoulli principle to swim- 
ming "probably the most important" 
achievement of Counsilman's career because 
"it completely revolutionized how coaches 
tunclioncd. I hat discovery alone would 
make somebodv's career a very successful 



one. T hat's just one ol Doc's discoveries." 

Morris remembered something else from 
that Counsilman class he had taken "There 
was a sign in his office at the swimming pool 
that said SYE. I asked him about that, and 
he said, 'You've got to deal with people 
every day. That was my cue, to Submerge 
Your Ego.'" 

In 1979, at the age of 58, Counsilman 
an AAU champion breaststroker in his 
collegiate days went back to competition 
and became the oldest person to swim the 
English Channel. His record has been bro- 
ken, but the feat won't be forgotten. A 
highlight of the dinner was the unveiling of 
a lilesizc sculpture ol a swimmer at work 
lell arm curved high and powerfully, face 
turned to the side for a breath, an unbroken 
plane from the arm and body back to a lone 
loot, breaking the surface lor an assisting 
kick. 

I he swimmer is Counsilman, the work 
inspired by hrs 1979 swim of the English 
Channel. The sculptor says inspired is not 
an overstating word David Scars is an 
unusual combination, an artist-coach, who 
remembers the day in 1979 when he read of 
the Counsilman channel crossing in Sports 
Illustrated and was sufficiently moved that 
he clipped and saved the article. 

"Over ihe years I would consistently pull 
It out and look at the photographs and 
think about the great effort, the great 
struggle that this man made, at thai time. 

"I really want this piece to symbolize 
more than )ust one event in a person's hie. 
I'd like It to symbolize a hietime ol work. 

"I hope it's unique enough that people 
will stop and look at it, at least glance at it 
I hope that happens because I want them to 
think about a person, to recognize an 
individual. I want them lo try to gel the 
essence of the struggle that was written 
about in 1979 That struggle is the relation- 
ship we all have, as human beings. I'aeh of 
us, every day. in our work in our communi- 
ties, in our relationships, in our whole 
lives we struggle. 

"I lopelully, through I he struggles that we 
have, and the efforts that we put f orth, good 
things will happen and people's lives will be 
better I ihrnk .lames Counsilrnan gave that 
kind of eff ort to us all." 

Eund-raising is underway now to finance 
a new swimming pool at Indiana. Ihe 
sculpture will be on display ihere. 

It was all fun. Counsilman said. "When 
you love a sport like that," he said, "it's not 
work." 

"I lust learned to swim when I was 12 
years old. After that 1 gave up everything 
else for a time, unfortunately, including 
my studies. I graduated from high school in 
the lower two percent of my class. Eortu- 
nately, Ohio State permitted me to enter 
school and I got my degree there. 

"It's a lot of fun. Swimming the channel 
was a lot of lun. Il was prelly cold. Bui as 
soon as 1 got over that, I said, 'I'll come back 
when I'm 100'"

that happens, there are some insti-

Civilelti, who sits on the Special 
Committee to Review the NCAA 
I nioicemeiit and Inlraclions Proc- 
ess, said the concerns ol Ihe NCAA's 
enforcement procedures have been 
I wo-told. 

"What is the allernative '" Civilelti 
asked. " I he NCAA cannot expel a 
student, nor should it have the right 
lo. The NCAA cannot bar someone 
from coaching lor the rest ol his 
career I hey can't put anybody in 
jail I hey can'l line anybody under 
the system. T heir direct authorrly 
goes almost exclusively to the insti- 



tutions. I he NCAA is limited in its 
authority to imposing the penalties, 
whatever they may be or how severe 
or not, within the framework of 
what the university controls." 

F-iederiek acknowledged innocent 
individuals could be allected by 
NCAA sanctions, but he said lhal it 
ultimately was in ihe best interests 
of the Association lhal government 
involvement in intercollegiate ath- 
letics be greatly limited. 

"I have experienced the NCAA's 
enforcement proceedings, both as a 
student-athlete and as athletics di- 
rector," he said. "In both situations, 
the problem preceded me, and 1 
experienced the feeling ol dealing 
with someone else's rules violations 
We simply believe, however, that the 
best way to govern the NCAA is 
f rom within. Wc have ihe power to 
make the necessary changes, and 
we are in the process of doing that." 



I he U S. Department of f:duca- 
tion's Office lor Civil Righls(OCR) 
has issued a 46-page letter of find- 
ings in its 14-month investigation ol 
ihe Brooklyn College intercollegiate 
;ilhleties department 

OCR lound that the college was 
not in compliance wilh l ille IX in 
the accommodation ol alhlelics in- 
terests and abilities of men and 
women and in the provision ol equal 
opportunity lor male and lemale 
athletes in a scries ol program areas. 
At the same lime, OCR concluded 
that the college was in compliance 
wilh lille IX in the awarding of 
alhlelics financial assistance. 

On the basis of a written assur- 
ance executed by the college, in 
which II agreed lo take specific 
actions b\ specif ied dates to address 
the cited disparities. OCR found 
that the college was fulfilling lis 
obligations under Title IX and 



closed the case. 

I he investigation stemmed from 
a complaint tiled against the college 
in December 1990, which alleged 
lhal Brooklyn did noi provide equal 
opporlunilies in athletics lo lemale 
students in 12 program areas and 
that lemale student-athletes and 
their coaches were harassed. 

In the awarding of athletics fi- 
nancial assistance. OCR found the 
college was in compliance with I itle 
IX. which requires that Ihe lolal 
amouni ol tinancial assistance made 
available to men and women stu- 
dent-athletes be substantially pro- 
portionate to their participation 
rales in the inlercollegiale alhlelics 
program. 

In 1989-90. male participants com- 
prised 71.2 percent of Brooklyn 
athletics participants and received 
71 .6 percent ol the aid awarded; the 
numbers for females were 28 8 per- 



cent and 28.4 percent, respectively. 
In 1990-91, the comparable figures 
were 70.4 percent and 74.4 percent 
lor men, and 29.6 percent and 25.6 
percent for women. Using statistical 
tests, OCR determined that the 
dilleiences between the proportion 
of athletics financial assistance and 
participation rates were not signifi- 
cant. 

In contrast. OCR concluded that 
the college's selection of sports and 
levels of competition did not effec- 
lively accommodate equally the ath- 
letics inieresls and abilities of its 
lemale students. Specifically, OCR 
found that the participation oppor- 
tunities for men and women stu- 
dents were not substantially 
proportionate lo their respective 
enrollments

In other actions, the Division II Women's Volleyball Committee: 
•Agreed to support the National Association for Girls and 
Women in Sport (N AGWS) experimental rally-scoring rule, whereby 
each nondeciding game is scored in the traditional manner of 
awarding points to the serving team only and requires a two-point 
victory with no cap on scoring. The deciding game would be scored 
with the "rally-point" scoring system, in which either team can score 
on a serve; however, there still is no scoring cap in that game and a 
two-point victory still is required. 

• Examined officials' lees and put in place a fee schedule for future 
consideration. 

• Voted to recommend the California Collegiate Athletic Associ- 
ation and the North Central Intercollegiate Athletic Conference for 
automatic qualification after reviewing applications. 

• Agreed to survey the membership to determine whether to 
recommend a change in the 1993 championship dates. The recom- 
mended dates would result in regional play during the weekend 
before the Thanksgiving holiday, with the championship finals two 
weekends later. In 1991, regional matches were held during the 
Thanksgiving holiday weekend and finals the following weekend. 

• Supported a rule whereby individual sanctions for unsporting 
conduct by players and coaches would be cumulative for the match. 
Under the rule, an individual yellow card (warning) will be awarded 
for a first offense, while a second offense in the same match will result 
in the issuance of a red card (penalty). 

• Will ask that the committee be increased from six to eight 
members to ensure the regional representation directed by the 
Division II Championships C'ommittce. 

• Will ask the NCAA Executive Committee to increase the 
championship bracket from 20 to 24 teams lor 1992 and adjust the 
championship format to eight three-team regionals.

Ferris State plans 'belt-tightening' 

Ferris State University has announced some "tough belt-tightening" 
measures to help lessen the sting of the pinch of the recession including 
a half-million dollar cut in the athletics budget. 

Narbeth Emmanuel, vice-president for student affairs at Ferris State, 
recommended the reorganization of the institution's 18 intercollegiate 
sports. His report was forwarded to President Helen Popovich, who was 
schedule to make final recommendations to the institution's Board of 
Control. 

The proposed cut in athletics is part of S9 million in planned cuts at the 
university over the next three years, the institution announced. 

An athletics task force completed a seven-month review of Ferris State's 
intercollegiate athletics program and concluded that "intercollegiate 
athletics have worth and can continue to be a valuable part of the 
educational experience and outreach mission, Ferris academic programs, 
of course, must receive top budget priority," 

Seven of 18 sports programs would be eliminated if the task force's 
recommendations are adopted.

offerings did not show a history of 
program expansion that was de- 
monstrably responsible to women, 
nor had Brooklyn conducted a sur- 
vey of student interests, either during 
the year under investigation or in 
prior years. 

In reviewing other program areas, 
OCR lound equivalent travel and 
per dtem allowance benefits but a 
lack ol equivalence in a number of 
other areas, 

OCR also investigated six inci- 
dents of alleged harassment of 
women' s team members and their 
coaches and concluded that they 
did not constitute sexual harassment 
or create a sexually hostile environ- 
ment.

Expressing concern thai an insti- 
tution may gain recruiting advan- 
tages via independent publications, 
the NCAA Comrnunications Com- 
mittee has recommended that poli- 
cies be developed regarding such 
relationships. 

At its February 18 meeting in 
Kansas City, Missouri, the commit- 
tee voted to recommend to the 
NCAA Recruiting Committee that 
it approve guidelines prohibiting 
institutions from endorsing inde- 
pendent publications that solely 
cover an institution's athletics pro- 
gram. 

Specifically, the committee re- 
commended that coaches and ad- 
ministrators at Institutions should 
not publicly endorse a publication 
verbally or in print and that institu- 
tional staff members should not 



write for or receive remuneration 
from such publications. 

It was the belief of the committee 
that these publications potentially 
provide recruiting advantages un- 
available to institutions without 
access to such publications. 

In another action, the committee 
voted to recommend that the NCAA 
Council sponsor legislation at the 
1993 Convention reversing an Oc- 
tober 1991 decision regarding third- 
party sale of institutional media 
guides. 

In October 1991, the Council 
approved and referred to the com 
miltee an August 1991 decision of 
the NCAA Interpretations Com 
mittce that slated that it would not 
be permissible for a member institu- 
tion or conference to utilize nonin- 
stitutional outlets for the sale of an 



institution's or conference's media 
guide. 

I'he committee's recommendation 
lo reverse the decision was ba.scd on 
several points, including: ( 1 ) a belief 
that NCAA member institutions 
should have the right to sell their 
publications at any outlet they see 
fit; (2) NCAA Bylaw 12.5. 1.7, which 
specifically permits the sale of insti- 
tutional videos at noninstitutional 
outlets; (3) the fact that institutions 
or conferences receive no revenue 
from independent publications that 
contain names and likenesses of 
student-athletes, and (4) the use by 
Host Creative Communications, 
Inc., of NCAA registered marks in 
preseason publications, which con- 
tain names and likenesses of colle- 
giate student-athletes and are sold 
at third-party outlets. 



Other highlights 



During its February 18 meeting, the Communications Committee 
also took the following actions: 

• It recommended that the NCAA Interpretations Committee 
allow institutions that host NCAA championships to send posters 
promoting those championships to high schools outside a 50-mile 
radius. It was the sense of the committee that championship posters 
arc not, and should not be, used for recruiting purposes and that 
some championships are held in locations in which a high school is 
not located within the 50-mile radius. 

• It recommended that the NCAA Council sponsor legislation 
prohibiting the use of images of current student-athletes on items 
such as trading cards. The committee also will ask the Recruiting 
Committee to support the legislation and make its own recommen- 
dation to the Council. 

• It suggested that the NCAA communications department 
develop a plan for the release of graduation rate data, and that the 
release of the data be implemented according to that plan.

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Blindness doesn't 
hinder wrestler 



Springfield College wrestler Craig 
Hedgecock is a welcome sight in 
that institution's NCAA Division II 
program. The 21 -year-old is achiev 
ing success on the mat despite what 
seemingly is a glaring disadvantage: 
blindness. 

Although Hedgecock has won 
halt of his varsity matches against 
seeing opponents in the 167-pound 
class this season, he says his record 
is not as impressive as it sounds. 

"When my opponent and I are on 
the mat, 1 can feel where everything 
is," Hedgecock told the Springfield

"I'm more vulnerable when I'm 
on my feet," he said. "I feel more 
defensive on my feet, and 1 want to 
become more oflensive." 

Springfield coach Daryl Arroyo 
said Hedgccock's blindness is 
quickly forgotten by many, includ- 
ing opponents, when he's on the 
mat. 

"1 think because of the way he is, 
this has been no problem," Arroyo 
said. "He's been in the mainstream 
all along and he's a hard worker On 
the mat, it's even."
